hoora at the close of last week 

The story of the fate of the Dean 
Rlohmond in Lake Irl* miA Iht Xtaoe- 
haha in Lake Michigan is supplement 
ed by the news of the loss of one or two 
Utm Ikom a nomber of Taaaala oom 
poaing the lake fieet, and now comes 
the loss of the Werkken with its cargo 
of bnman aouls. ' 

It ia too early to attempt any eati 
mate of the money loae by the ainklng 
of atnall craft at various points in tho 
chain of great lakes from Dolath to the 
month of tiie Bt. Lawranoe river. AU 
incoming vessels are mlnns pnrt of 
their rigging, are badly stove in or 
otherwise show marks of th«ir tcrri 
ble e^perienoe with the wind and heavy 
aeas. 

The Workkou wa.s bound from Ash 
tabula to Dolnth with a carg;o of roal 
She sailed on Friday, on the eve of' the 
great storm, from near the starting 
point of the ill- fated Dean Richmond, 
end mvat have eooonnterad the storm 
in ita worst form, ae was the case with 
the I Richmond. Lougi>oint, on the 
north shore of Lake Erie A^hh ttio haven 
Bonght by both vessels, bat bothbe- 
eanai ptar t)^ daibgnMfi o«Mll ilbng 
that part of the Canadian border. The 
Werkken made her way to Erie with 
safety. There she picked up her cou- 
aort, the Joe Paige, and proceeded up 
theliUie. 

The veaael had |(roceeded well oat in 
the lake befere ahe' wae atmdk by the 

storm. She faced the gale and prepared 
for the battle for life. After she had 
been swept fore and aft by the treuien- 
doos seas and had been almost dis- 
mantled. Captain Meawald aaw that 
farther efforts to combat the storm 
ware naeleas. Hia boat was being 
rapidly torn to pieces and the only hope 
was to seek the protection of Long- 
point. The sea was too much for her 
and it was socm found nucesbury to drop 
the Paige. 

The vessels had clung together in the 
hope that if either most aoooamb the 
other might prove the meana of saving 
the Urea of both crews. It waa only as 
a laat resort that the hawsers was cut 
and each set out with grave misgivings 
to make the fight it.self. The Paige 
had thus far weathnrud tlie gulo much 
better than the sti iiniur und huving the 
advantage of position, rode westward 
before the storm andfoond safety be> 
hbtd LongpoiQt "nikb all canvas gone. 

The WerkkAn waa not ao fortunate.

gerous coasts nntil . the storm abated 
and they were able W make a landing. 

The Werkken was owned by John 
Mitchell of Cleveland, and was valued 
at $58,000, insured with Smith, Davis & 
Co. of Buffalo, Uavid Vance, Oil Cake, 
and C. D. McDonald of Chicago. Her 
cargo of 1,800 tons of eoal, consigned so 
W. Ij.^Soott & Co., was valned at IIO.- 
iOOq} insnred.

Dlxkirk, N. Y., Oct. 17.— Only onf 
man escaped from the lost steamer Dean 
Richmond, and he was futuid on th( 
beuuh, nearly dead, yesterday, iiis 
sunken eyes told a story of terrible sui 
feriug. jie was oimleHsly vt-anderuig 
up ana down the beach aau wUuu opuKuu 
to burst into teurs and said he was luuk- 
ing for his dog. 

tie waa questioned and said he had 
been w&shea oil che mchmond and wui 
unquestionably the only man saved 
from the ve&sel. After lie hud beuu 
cared for and given slimulunts he re 
coverea sulbcieutly to tell ino .story ol 
the awful hnn hours of the bteauivr. 
He said his name wae C. L. Clarke, unci 
he shipped in Toledo just before the 
Hiciimoud sailed. 

"There was nine of us." he said, be- 
sides Captain Stoddart, his wife aud 
.three children. We left Toledo at <i 
o'elook Fridav night aud sailed along 
all night until we got into the gale on 
Saturday, it struck us burU from the 
very start, bot if we had had good Iuck 
we would have weutiiered the storiu 
and been safe in port in iiuffolo at (his 
minute. 

"We tried to get into Erie harbor, 
but could nut on account of ihe choppy 
sea. and Captain Stoduard decided t« 
make the ruu to Buffalo if he could 
We were not in very bad shape then 
although we were badly wreucnud by 
the heavy seas wuiua 'strucic us, it 
seemed, from every side. 

"About 2 p. m., after matters had 
grown wurde right along, we sighted 
couple of steamers. They were quite a 
distance away, but we signaled them 
for assistance. They either did not sc 
us or could not get to us, llor they went 
right along, fighting their way into the 
storm, headed toward Buffalo. 

"The waves ran over our decks and 
everything which waa movable was 
swept overboard. The captain's wife 
and children were locked up for safety's 
sake, and the crew working lor tlioir 
livesondeck. An hour later we lo.si 
our stoker. Then we continued to dxUt 
along at the mercy of the wind and 
wavee. About 7 o'clock iu the evening 
the wheelhonae was washed away. The 
rudder aud wheel were broken and we 
were badly crippled. We were then 
about 16 mllee trom shore, aud , alter 
considerable work managed to set the 
rudders so we could make for the shore, 
The captain had matle up his mind to 
ran for tne shore and beach his vessel. 
He made fair headway with a hard 
light, and I began to get things tiady 
to gist ont in the yawlboat 'with the 
captain's wife and children. I went 
back to the captain, and just before I 
reached him a big wave struck us aud 
' was carried overboard. 

'■Tht.s must have been about li 
o'clock, i gave myself np for lost when 
found myself in the water. I kept 
sight of the Richmond's lights for some 
time and saw her drifting down the 
lake turning and twisting in every 
direction, 'rheu I lost coosoionsuesti 
and did not know anything nntil 1 
found mvself lying on t Ue beach near a 
town which I found out was Silver 
Creek. When 1 came to myself I went 
into the town. I had some money and 

fot something to eat, found out where 
was and then came here to learn what 
had become of the .steamer. 

"I heard this morning that she had 
gone down and then I came over here 
and tried to find the boat and my dog." 

Clarke insisted on continuing his 
search for bis pet and a mile or two up 
the shore an overturned yawl from tne 
Richmond was found. Clarke saw it, 
jumped forward and thmr it over. In- 
side tied to the seal wa« the dead body 
of the dog. 

Among thee bodies found are thoe^ of 
Captain Stoddart and Mate Boylessen. 
The captain's watch stopped at l))dW 
o'cloo&, snowing that to have been 
about the time tne steamer went down, 
o the mate's pockets were found uU 
His panels, which indicated that he 
mew tLere was no hope, of MK 
iteamer and had prepared 
lier.

The specific 
charge is the killing of United States 
.Marshal Floy<1 WilHon in the Indian 
Territory on l)eo. 11 last. 

Starr is a half-blood Cherokee and 88 
vears old. His firHt rriiue was the rob- 
oery of the expr»<«» office at Nowata, I. 
T. ; for this crime Marshal Wilnoii and 
Depnty Dickey pursued Starr to his 
cabin on California creek. After wait- 
ing two days and nights iu hiding, 
Starr was seen to leave his cabin. 
Wilson pursued him on horse back, 
while Dickey, who was unmounted, 
went to s ranch for a horse and fol- 
lowed Wilson. The chase waa kept up 
for several miles when Starr and Wil- 
son both dismounted. Tho marshal 
dredashot and then his Wiiu he.ster 
ulogged with a shell and he was power- 
less. Before Dickey could get in 
range, being armed with a shotgun, 
Starr fired five shots into Wilson's 
body. Starr caught Wilson's horsa 
and escaped. Dickey returned to Tof- 
feyville, Kan., with his dead coturade's 
body. 

Subse<iuently to the killing of Wil- 
son, Starr and a Delaware Indian 
named Ed Newcomb held up the Caney 
Vallev bank at Caneyville, Kan., on 
March 27 last, and secured S>i,5o0. 
ThiM wHti lollmved by a series of bank 
and train robberies, all chaiL'od to 
Starr and his band. Starr an 1 his wife, 
with Starr's most desptrate con feder- 
ate. Kid Wilson, were captured at ( nl 
orado Springs, Colo., on July 'i Inft. 
On them was found $11,400 ii^ green- 
backs and .i'.">Ot) in gold. 

Henry Starr won his wife in a ro- 
mantic fashion. At the time of tlio 
Prvor creek train robbery in August of 
last year Starr remained on the plat 
form of the first coach while bis con 
federates went through the train. A 
young girl, wild with terror, jumped 
from the car and fled in the darkness 
When their work was done Starr an* 
his men mounted and rode rapidly 
away. Only a short distance from tlu 
railway they encountereU the n\r\. who 
seemed crazed with fear. Starr took 
her ou his horse to tho outlaw camj 
and she became attachetl to him, Sh 
gave her name as Mary Smith of Joj; 
im. iMo. Pur.^iiit gt'txinif warm Starr 
Hont the girl iiome, prt)mi8ing to go to 
Joplin and marry lior. A few weeks 
later the outlaw appeared at Joplin 
nnd. alter Knining con.Ment of the Kirl'.-' 
parents, married her under the name of 
Frank Jackson, lie took her to Colo 
rado aud their arrest followed as 
stated.

St. Louis, Oct 17.— Ths westbound 
Chicago limited train on the Wabash 

road left the track one mile sontfl of 
Nameoki last night resulting in the in- 
jury of some no people. The wreck ie 
regarded in some respects without s 
parellel, in that no eue was kiUod o«l 
of the 450 passengers. 

The train was in charge of Conductor 
Woods and was making up thirty min- 
utes lost time. After Nameoki had 
been passed there was a clear stretch of 
12 miles of straight level road to East 
St. Louis. The engineer put on all 
force and the train was going 40 mile| 
an hour, when there was a sudden jaTtf^' 
lowed bv the slewing of the train. Tlw 
rails had spread behind the locomotitt 
and the cars following went over a six- 
foot embankment. "The buffet car, be- 
hind the baggage car, swung across 
the track and the gas tank exploded, 
setting fire to the first chair car andtht 
buffet car, which was consumed. 

The uninjured immediatelv set to 
work to rescue their less fortunate 
companions. Two physidaus On tbs 
train did ncfble service. 

While the excitement was at its high- 
est pitch a train on the Big Four, only 
40 yards away, came by at expresi 
Bpee<^l and refused to stop in answer to 
a signal. Aid had been sent for to St. 
Louis, but dirt not appear till 8 o'clock. 
At that hour a special from St. Louis 
with physicians and nurses arrived and 
brougnt the injured to this city.
